It is needless to say that Mr. Eckeh- 


rode watched this curious battle with 
intense interest.

The success of ether was no sooner 
established, to the -wonder and de- 
light of the medical world, and, in 
daed, of the public, than enterprising 
chemists oast about for other drugs 
of like power, and it occurred to a 
Mr. Jacob Bell that "chloric ether" 
might answer the purpose.

Kgelow seams to have tried^ it in 
America about the same time, bat 
without success. 
Mr. Bell, how- 


ever, suggested it to Mr. Coote, one 
of the surgeons at St. Bartholo- 
mew's, and he induced his colleague, 
the groat Lawrence, to try it. 


So the first operation took place 


under chloroform, but the substance 
used was chloric ether, otherwise 
known as spirits of chloroform—thai 
is to say, a mixture of chloroform 
and alcohol. It did not occur to any 
of those concerned that the alcohol 
bad nothing to do with the eft'ec" 
produced. That discovery was re 
served for another chemist, a Mr 
Waldie, who carried the news of 
what had been done in London to 
Sir James Simpson at .Edinburgh and 
suggested to him the use of pure 
chloroform. 
Simpson was engross 


ed with anaesthetics at the time anx 
had some of the new drug preparet 
for himself; but, according to the ac 
count of an eyewitness, he only 
came to use it by a sort of accident.

A legend has grown up and obtain- 
ed general currency that Simpson 
not only discovered chloroform, hut 
invented anaesthesia. 


As a matter of fact, he did noi- 


ther, hut none the less his name de- 
serves to be commemorated in con- 
nection with both. His higli posi- 
tion in the profession, his ardor in 
research, boldness in practice and 
adroitness in advocacy all combined 
to render invaluable service in es- 
tablishing the use of anesthetics, 
which, like all innovations, mei 
with much opposition.

•what may be thought to be merely 
a sprain will not render a player a 
chronic sufferer from the new dis- 
ease. 


"Golf arm" is an affliction of tho 


musculo-spiral nerve, the functions 
of -which are interfered -with under 
certain conditions which have been 
found to occur more frequently in 
the playing of golf than in any oth- 
er game of physical exertion. 


The attention of physicians was 


first called to the new disease by the 
complaints of professional golf play- 
ers. These players told of acute pains 
along the upper part of the arm. 
Similar pains had often been no- 
ticed, but were thought to be the 
natural result of unusual exercise. 


Members of the British Medical 


society first called attention to it, 
•with the result that a series of ex- 
periments was begun on the golf 
links and carried on to a considera- 
ble extent. The arms of scores of 
golf players under various condi- 
tions were examined, and the results 
of these examinations were careful- 
ly compared. The disease is an in- 
terruption of tho direct current of 
the musculo-spiral nerve, which is 
brought under conditions where it 
really works against itself, and in 
doing so is urged to greater limits 
than nature intended it should, thus 
producing pain. 


Tho styles of play most likely to 


produce "golf arm" have been found 
to be the vigorous "pressing and 
forcing," which, when employed, 
often produce a painful. sensation 
more quickly than any other action 
in the game. 


"While American physicians have 


not carried on a plan of investiga- 
tion and experiment 
they have 


taken an interest in the new disease. 
The main idea that has been devel- 
oped in America is that "golf arm" 
is more liable to attack an experi- 
enced than an inexperienced player. 
Pains in the arm of the beginner at 
golf come, it is believed, merely 
from the unusual exorcise. But when 
the pains strike tho old timer it is 
more serious. Just what tho remedy 
will bo for the new disease has not 
yet been determined. Tho idea seems 
to he that tho medical authorities 
will soon bo able to fix on which of 
the golf strokes interferes most di- 
rectly on tho spinal nerve and will 
suggest (he elimination of such hurt 
ful strokes from tha game.—Now 
York Journal.

Money can be borrowed il there is 
ample security, but cannot be bought. 
It will not readily exchange for com- 
modities or labor. Property invested 
in money is now more valuable than 
when invested in commodities. Free 
coinage ol silver will put new money 
in circulation, will enable the people 
to earn more money and render money 
less dear and more ready to exchange 
lor commodities and labor. 


So much business is now done 


through the banks by checks and 
drafts, does not there exist less need 
lor money than formerly? 


All wii) agree that this country 


never had as prosperous times as be- 
tween 1864 and 1ST 3 and business was 
done then as much as now through 
the banks, while in many lines ol 
business money is now used where 
orders on stores acd other obsolete 
devices were lonnerly employed.

The ablest writers on economics la 


Europe and America and the experi- 
ence of our own and other countries 
teach this. In Australia and Cali- 
fornia, lor example, when the gold 
mines were yielding bountilully times 
were good; but now that the mines, 
especially these of Australia, have 
become nearly exhausted l.he times 
are hard and prices exceedingly low.

Have not the low prices ol wheat 


and cotton been caused by the in- 
reaaed competition ol India and 
other countries? 


The increased production ol these 


articles has not kept pace with the 
world's per capita ol population, but 
our wheat and cotton growers are 
now only receiving the gold price ol 
silver for their products while those 
In silver ftandard countries—th«4r 


cosopiUtois— ire receiving iu 


aiiat or ooie price lor theirs. For 
ra&cy yeir* pist the price of wheat 
and c-ett-jo ka» lciiL>w6d very closely 
the p-"lc« nl silver bullion." Hence 
etery advance in the ones of silver 
i» a benefit U> oar w&eai and cjtuuj 
growers, and this is the reason why 
our northern farmers and our south 
ern planters are so universally favor- 
ing free coinage ol silver.

WASHISGTOS, Feb. 7.—The morning 


buor having expired in the senate to- 
day, the silver bill came np for discos- 
sicn, and Mr. Elaine (Hep., Maine) 
spoke as follows: 


The discussion on the question of re- 


monetiring siiver, Mr. President, has 
been prolonged; able and exhaustive, 
and I may not expect to add much to 
its value, bat I promise not to add 
ranch to its length. I shall endeavor to 
consider facts rather than theories, to 
state conclusions rather than argument*. 


I believe gold and silver coin to ba 


the money of the constitution—indeed, 
the money of the American people ante- 
rior to the constitution, \vhich that 
great organic law recognized as quite 
independent of its own existence. No 
power was conferred ou congress to de- 
clare that either metal should not be 
money. Congress has, therefore, in my 
judgment, no power to demonetize sil- 
ver any more than to demonetize gold; 
no power to demonetize either any more 
than to demonetize both. 


Jn this statement I am but repeating 


the -weighty dictum of the first of con- 
stitutional lawyers. "I ani certainly of 
opinion," said ilr. Webster, "that gold 
and salver, at rates fixed by congress, 
constitute the legal standard of value in 
this country, and that neither congress 
nor any state has authority to establish 
any other standard or to displace this 
standard." JFew persons can be found, 
I apprehend, who will maintain that 
congress possesses the power to demone- 
tize both gold and silver, or that con- 
gress could be justified in prohibiting 
the coinage of both, and yet iu logic 
and legal construction it would bo clifn- 
cult to show where mid why the power 
of congress over silver is greater than 
over gold—greater over either than over 
the f\vo. If, therefore, silver has been 
demonetized, I am in favor of rernone- 
tizing it 
If its coinage has been pro- 


hibited, I am in favor of ordering it to 
be resumed. If it has been restricted, I 
am in favor of having it enlarged. 


What power, then, has congress ever 


gold and silver? It has the exclusive 
power to coin them, the exclusive pow- 
er to regulate their vr-.lue—very great, 
very wise, very necessary powers, for 
the discreet exercise of which a critical 
occasion has now arisen. However men 
may differ about causes and processes, 
all will admit that within a few years 
a great disturbance has taken place in 
the relative values of gold and silver, 
and that silver is worth less or gold is 
worth more in the money markets of 
the world in 1878 than in 1878, when 
the further coinage of silver dollars was 
prohibited in this country. To remocc- 
ti?.e it now, as though the facts and 
circumstances of that day were sur- 
rounding ns, is willfully ;md blindly to 
deceive ourselves. If our demonetiza- 
tion were the only cause for the decline 
in the value of silver, then remoaetiza- 
tion would be its proper aud effectual 
cure. But other causes quite beyonc! 
our control have been far more poten- 
tially operative than the simple fact of 
congress prohibiting its further coinage, 
and as legislators we are bound to take 
cognizance of these causes. 


Tht: demonetization of silver in the 


great German empire and the conse- 
quent- partial or well nigh complete 
suspension of coinage in the govern- 
ments of the Latin union have been 
leading, dominant causes for the rapid 
decline in the value of silver. I do not 
think the overs-apply of silver has had, 
in comparison with these other causes, 
nn appreciable influence iu the decline 
of 
its value, because its oversupply 


with respect to gold in these later years 
hns not been nearly so great ns was the 
oversapply of gold with respect to sil- 
ver for many years after the mines of 
California and Australia were opened, 
and the ovcrsnpply of gold from those 
rich sources did not affc-ct the relative 
positions and uses of the two metals 
in any European country.

On the much vexed antl long mooted 


question of a bimetallic cr a monome- 
tallic standard n:y own views are suffi- 
ciently indicated in the remarks I have 
made. I believe the struggle uow going 
on in this country aiicl in other coun- 
tries for a single gold standard would, 
if successful, produce widespread dis- 
aster in tho end throughout the ccra- 
aiercial world. The destruction cf sil- 
rer as money and establishing gold sis 
the sole nuit of value must have a ruin- 
ous effect on all forms of property es- 
sept those investments which yield a 
fixed return in n;oney. These would be 
enormously enhanced in value aud 
would gain a disproportionate and 'un- 
fair advantage over every other species 
of property. 
If, as the most rohahlo 


statistics affirm, there are nearly ^7,- 
000,000,000 of coin or bullion iu the 
world, not very unequally divided be- 
twcen gold and silver, it is impossible ; 
to strike silver out of existence as mon- 
ey without results which will prove 
distressing to millions and utterly dis- 
astrous to tens of thnnsntids. 


Alexander Hamilton, in his nb]t? and 


invaluable report in 3791 ou the cstab- ! 
lishmeut of a mint, declsxred that "to 
annul the USD of either gold or silver as 
money is to abridge the quantity of cir- 
culating medium and is liable to all the 
objections which arise from a compari- 
son of the benetfis of a full circulation 
with the evils of a scanty circulation." 
I take no risk in saying that the bene- 
fits of a full circulation and the evils of 
a scanty circulation arc both immeasur- 
ably greater today than they were when 
Mr. Hamilton uttered these weighty 
•words, alwcys provided that the circu- 
lation is one of actual money and not 
of depreciated promises to pay. 


In the report from which I have al- 


ready quoted Mr. Hamilton argues at 
length in favor of a double standard, 
and all the subsequent experience of 
well nigh 90 years has brought out no 
clearer statement of the whole case nor' 
delayed a more complete comprehension j 
of this subtle and difficult subject 
"On the whole," says Mr. Hamilton, 
"it seems most advisable not to attach 
the unit exclusively to either of tbo 
metals, because this cannot be done ef- 
fectively without destroying the office 
and character of one of them as money 
and reducing it to tho situation of mere 
merchandise." And then Air. Hamilton 
wisely concludes that ttiis reduction of 
Either of tiiu imuitiN io mere merchan- 
dise (I again quote his exact words) 
"would probably be a greater evil than 
occasional variations in tho unit from 
tho fluctuations in the relative value of 
tho metals, especially if care be taken 
to regulate tho proportion between them 
with an eye to their average commer- 
cial value." I do not think that this 
country, holding so vast a proportion of 
the world's supply of silver in its 
Mountains and its mines, can afford to 
reduce the metal to the "situation of 
mere merchandise." If silver ceases to 
be used as money in Europe and Amer- 
ica, tho grent mines of tho Pacific slope 
will bo closed and dead. Mining enter- 
prises of the citrantin sculp fvistis!™ ::; 
this country cannot be curried ou to 
provide backs for looking glasses and to 
manufacture cjrenm pitchers and sugar 


bowls. A vast buurcf ol m-aiiu. tu 
entire country is destroyed the moment 
silver is permanently disused as money. 
It is for us to check t-hat tendency and 
bring the coutiuent of Europe back to 
the full recognition of ihy value of the 
metal as a medium of exchange. 


The question of beginning anew the 


coinage of silver dollars has aroused 
much discussion as to its effects upou 
the public credit, and the senator from 
Ohio [Mr. Matthews] placed this phase 
of the subject iu tho very fore, front of 
the debate, insisting prematurely and 
magically, I think, en a sort of judi- 
cial construction in advance by concur- 
rent ri'^C'hition of :i certain law in ea?« 
that law should happen to be passed by 
congress. My own view 0:1 this qut's- 
tioii can be staff.1 very brirflr. I bt-'ieve 
the public creditor can afford to be- paid 
in ;U.-.T silver dollar that the United 
States can affonl to cc.in and circulate.

I really like tbe 
game very much indeed, and if I 
t-ad not been so extremely success- 
ful tiie first time I played it I would 
now doubtless be so much addicted 
to ..golf" thai nothing but the golf 
core •would Tsreak me of the habit. 


I was invited to try my hand at 


golf by a great novelist, hereinafter 
throughout this document inferred 
to as G. N".. I shall call myself N. 
?., for I certainly expected to ha no 
;ood at a gamethat, like the heathen ; 
Chirae, I did not undersfcand and 
of -whioh I had never had any pre- i 
vioas experience. It is remarkable 
fiiat no greaJi.writers heretofore de- 
scribing: the game of golf has men- 
tioned its great likeness to billiards.

Electric "Sunstroke." 


One of the most extraordinary 


modern diseases is a peculiar affec- 
tion, most aptly termed electric sun- 
stroke, which not infrequently be- 
falls workmen employed in melting 
metals by means of electricity. It 
appears from observations made at 
the great steel and iron works at 
Crenzot that the intense voltaio arc 
between the carbon and the metal to 
be melted emits rays which, even 
at a distance of ten meters, produce 
a painful, hot, pricking sensation, 
like that of a burn, on such uncov- 
ered portions of the body as the 
throat, faco and more especially the 
forehead. 


The skin of the parts affected be- 


comes either copper colored or as- 
sumes a bronze hue; the eyes, in 
spite of black glasses, are so intense- 
ly dazzled as to be useless for some 
minutes, after which saathopsia 
(yellow vision) sets in, everythiiis? 
appearing saffron colored, tho con- 
junctives are inflamed, and there is 
a gritty feeling as of sand under the 
eyelids. There is frequently great- 
pain, accompanied often by sleep- 
lessness, and in some instances fe- 
ver. 


After a few days these symptoms 


subside, the skin ol the affected parts 
peel, and the patient is restored to 
health. 


Now, the remarkable thing about 


all this is that very little boat is 
radiated from the. electric arc used. 
All the trouble arises from tho light 
rays, and, although it has not yot 
been experimentally proved, there 
can be little doabt that the blue and 
violet—i. e., the chemical—rays are 
toblanie.— Pearson's Weekly. 


Smallest Stale In the World. 


A ccrresposdent writes: "Until 


the other day I was always of opin- 
ion that the miniature republic of 
Moresnet—which is, iperhaps, not 
altogether so littlo known as your 
Paris correspondent seems to think 
—was the tiniest state in the world. 
It would seem, however, that wo 
can go 'one better,' and that Mores- 
net, with its 1.200 inhabitants, is 
almost a giant as compared with tho 
lilliputian republic to be mentioned. 
I read in Tie Tablet of May 16: - 
" 'Do ycu suppose that Monaco or 


the republic of Andorra or even that 
of San Marino is the smallest state 
in the world? If so, yon will be sur- 
prised to hear, as we are, that a 
little island off the northeast coast 
of Sardinia, not far from the bay of 
Terranova, and Tavolara by name, 
enjoys that proud distinction. It is 
some three, miles long by abort 
3,130 feet in breadth, with a popula- 
tion of 55 sonls. 


" 'From 1830 to 1886 Tavolara was 


a tiny monarchy, but upon the death 
of Peola I (and last), and by express 
desire of that potentate, it became 
republican iu government, with a 
president elected for sis years, the 
women voting as well as the men. 
Italy, we are told, recognized the 
microscopic republic in 1S37.' "— 
London Standard.

Glad- 
tone, greatest statesman, Tenay- 
-a, the greatest poet laureate of 
England. Hanibal Hamlin, Edgar 
Alien Poe. Elizabeth Barret Brown- 
ing, Abraham Lincoln, Mendelssohn, 
ind Eongiake, the historian, were all 
xjrn in that same year. 


Holmes was born at Cambridge, 


S.ass., almost under the old Wash- 
ington Elm, student at Andover and 
ilso at Harvard, where he graduated 
before he was 20 years old. He was 
a great friend of Phillips, Snmner 
and Motley, while at college. 
He 


chose the profession of law. Trans- 
ated Virgil's aneid into the old.h.ero- 
c meter when very yonng. It was a 
splendid translation, 
fie 
was a 


at fraternity man white at school 
ote many college poems. While 


tudying law be began to write, 
lolmes wrote important and stirring 
roems on the destruction of the ''Old 
ronsides," a poem that thrilled 
'veryoae and prevented the destruc - 
ion nf the old historic, snip, which 
was repaired and kept for fifty years, 
"his poem first made him famous. 
He left the study of law. He was 
never admitted to the bar. His 
grandfather was a physician, which 
seemed to cause a desire in hiia to 
study medicine. In 1832 he went to 
Paris to atcdy that science. 
He 


was abroad until 1835. Interested 
himself especially in the history of 
medicine. He was timid and did not 
ike surgery. Neat year he traveled 
n Europe. Eeturned home and be- 
ran to practice medicine, but did not 
lave the nerve to act over the ope- 
tor's table. He became a professor 
c Andover and Cambridge. This 
ave him an opportunity to write, 
leld deep reverence and respect for 
hitman body. The last hour, the 
tardest one to a pupil, was given to 
Holmes, who easily held the tired 
indents. He was a great success as 
lecturer. Had a large collection of 
be first works on medicine and was 
well informed on them. 


James Eussell Lowell took editorship 
f Atlantic Monthly, in 1857, on the 
ondltlon that Holmes be a regular 
ontribator to the magazine. In its 
rst issue under Lowell appeared the 
rst article of "The Autocrat at the 
(reakfast Table." Holmes'wit, wis- 
om and general information are 
riidt made his poems so extremely 
opular. The ''The Autocrat at the 
reakfast Table" is what made him 
articularly famous. At the age of 
8 he turned to prose. Holmes wrote 
is greatest poem, "The Last Leaf," 
t the age of 22 and never excelled it. 
re possessed wonderful 
flexibility. 


His "Autocrat" was modeled after 
he "Spectator," but it was not a 
lagiarism. 
Holmes was not a story 


.eller, and should not be ranked as a 
ovelist. He was a believer in her- 
dity. . "The Poet," "The Professor" 
nn "The Antocrat" are his greatest 
rose works. When 31 years old he 
?rote "Over the Tea Cups." His 
Oce Hundred Bays in Europe" Is an 
nteresting work, and was also his 
ast effort. 


He delivered a poem at the Na- 
lonal Teachers' Association at Bos- 
on which is especially interesting to 
11 teachers. He received frequent 
nvitatlons to banquets and was al- 
ways expected to respond to a toast. 
He always gave a poem which he 
tyled his button-hole bouquet. 


Prof. Honck then finished his talk 


on spelling and then took up reading.

When the writing is done and 
tbe mistakes are found have those 
missing learn to spell them immedi- 
ately afterwards. 
Make your own 


speller by collecting the misspelled 
words. It don't take much work acd 
It will make good spellers. More ap-
